co-founder of the Leaguers Inc. 

Mrs. Burch died in Silver Spring, MD, where she 
had lived for the past 15 years. 


Mrs. Burch and her husband were at the fore- 
front of many Newark-based organizations. She 
was a prominent figure on the Newark Board of 
Education. 


Mr. & Mrs. Burch started the Leaguers Inc. for 
neighborhood teenagers out of the basement of 
their Newark home. They soon outgrew the 
арабаў апа eventuallv purchased а former super- 
y market building on Clinton Avenue 
for its new home. The couple paid the 
Leaguers' expenses themselves until 
the 1980s, when they received their 
first grant — $50,000 from the city of 
Newark. 


BURCH "The Leaguers' implemented pro- 
grams for young people decades before the fed- 
eral government ever thought of them" said Rep 
Donald Payne (D-10th Dist.), New Jersey's first 
black congressman. “Without her help, I would 
not have been able to go to college. She saw to it 
that I received a full scholarship to Seton Hall 
and lined up part-time jobs for me during my 
days at Seton Hall. To all of us, she was 'Ma 
Burch." Some other notable Leaguers who made 
a name for themselves were Singer Dionne 
Warwick, and Hazel O'Leary, secretary of energy 
under Bill Clinton. 


Mrs. Burch became a founder of Essex County 
College in Newark and served on the board of 
trustees for 10 years, including terms as vice 
chairperson and chairperson. The Mary Burch 
Theater at ECC is named in honor of Mrs. Burch. 
А dormitory at Kean University in Union Town- 
ship also is named for her. Several scholarships 
also carry her name.

Jersey Parents of the Year 2001.” 

As part of the project “National Parents’ 
of the Year” they joined with other honorees 
to receive the prestigious Award at the 
seventh annual Congressional Parents’ Day 
Celebration Dinner. 

Every year since the unanimously 
adopted resolution by the U. S. Congress was 
signed into law in 1994 declaring the fourth

They were chosen from a 
list of candidates considered by an interfaith, 
multiracial and nonpartisan Selection 
Committee composed of clergy, elected 
officials, business and community leaders. 

“It is indeed a great honor that our 
State’s Parents of the Year, Charles and 
Lillie Bell, are among the outstanding 
couples to be honored at this reception for 
representing the finest qualities in parenting 
and we believe that they serve as role 
models for our fellow citizens in our great 
State,” said congressman Payne. 

Profile 

Charles and Lillian Bell have been 
married for 37 years and have 3 grown 
children and 4 grandchildren. Charles was 
formerly employed as a chemist. However, a 


veteran of the civil rights movement, he 
responded to a calling to public service and 
has since served as the president of the 
Newark Board of Education, president of the 
Newark Housing Authority Scholarship 
Fund, and vice president of Project Pride. 

Mr. Bell has recently announced his 
intention to become a candidate for 
Newark’s City Council, representing the 
Central Ward. 

In the political arena, he has worked to 
improve the conditions of education for 
disadvantaged children, promote minority 
enterprises, and engender economic 
development. 

A teacher by profession, Lillian likewise 
has offered multifaceted community service, 
including serving as a youth counselor for a 
neighborhood organization and launching the 
Mamas, Inc., a group that awards annual 
scholarships to Newark students for continued 
education and to teachers’ aides who want to 
pursue teaching careers. In addition, she co- 
founded a theater/drama club for inner-city 
youths, which has sparked the talents and 
dreams of many young people.
